MAN is really in a very 
uncomfoctable Situation who

; for it would be in danger of falling 
into the Hands of thofe who have leaft Regard 
thereto: And therefore there is a Neceflity of 
gnimadverting on every Attempt which is made 
to blacken the Adminifiration, ot mifinform the 
People. There bas been, within theie few Days 
lat paft, a Report (pread, That a Reconciliation 
was papeeeeng berween Parties in whom the 
Publick have the higheft Concern : Bur the Cir- 
cumftances tack’d to this Report were of fuch 


. a9 improbable Nature, as evidently fpoke them 


calculated to deceive People at a Diftance, and 
therefore made no manner of Impreffion on me, 
becaufe on the Spot, and as near St. Fomes's as 
this Prophet in Politicks by Grubireet, who dates 
from Bartholomew-Ciefe. It feems that whatever 
Abfurdities might attend it, this Story alarmed 
fome People ; otherwife we had not had the Tale 
of William the Conqueror’s Unkindn<fs towards 
his Eldeft Son, which made way for his being

Ox would think fome Writers amongft us 
had entered into a Confpiracy againit the Liberty 
of the Prefs, and were determined co pufh Mar- 
ters to Extremities, that by compelling the Le- 
giflature to retrain them within duc Bounds by 
Law, they might gain a new ‘Topick on which 
to infift in their Harangues to the People, whom 
by all Methods they labour to ftir up againft 
their Superiors, merely becaufe they are our of 
Power them‘elves.

But, to proceed; they look 
upon an ddminiftration as a Rutt at which they 
may fhoot for Diverfion ; and that the Parliament 
meets annually to be inftructed by them, or to 
be abufed by them, if they follow not their In- 
ftructions. Singular Notions thefe, belonging, 
without Controyerfy, not to the Friends of ra- 
tional Liberty, but to the Favourers of Brutal 
Licentioufnefs ! They have a dire& Tendency to 
introduce Anarchy and Confufion, though at 
the fame Time they do Honour to the prefent 
Adminifiration, by fhewing that thofe who op- 
ofe it are Enemies of Gone in general. 
f this Charge was made by Infcrence or Inuen- 
do, though it might be true, yet it would not 
be palpable ; but as ir depends not on a Chain 
of Confequences, and is deduced from che plain 





and fimple Meaning of the Accounts themfelves 
publith of their own Principles, it cannot be 
denied. On the contrary, the Writers before- 
mentioned glory in it, and boaft alike of their 
Contempt ot Loyalty and Good-Atanners. 

Tere is one thing indeed which furprizes 
me, and it is this, Thar they are weak cnough 
to fancy their Writings give agrcat deal of pri- 
vate Anxiety to chofe againft whom their Malice 
is continually direéted. Alas! they are quite 
miftsken ; if their Papers did not affeét the 
Publick, they might write Years without being 
noticed by the Perfons againft whom they weekl 
throw out the vileft Infinuations: But when it 
appears plainly that the Populace are icfeéted 
with Rebellious Principles, that the Laws are 
in danger of being trampled on, and that thofe 
who are continually railing againft Standin 
Armics, do all they can to compel the Civi 
Magiftrate to truft in nothing elfe; when thefe, 
I fay, are become inconteftable Fats, it cannot 
be wondered that the Adminiftration begins to 
take fome Meafures for preferving the Publick 
Peace; nor could it difpleafe any good or wife 
Man, if they fhould apply themfelves to the 
bringing about a thorough Reformation. As 
Things ftand at prefent, the belt Members of 
the Society lie at the Mercy of the worft ; for 
thefe People, while they declaim for Liberty, 
and act themfelves with the urmoft Licence, are 
for reftraining the Pre/s with refpeét to Others, 
and cannot bear with Patience that any Sete of 
Men fhould write, {peak, or think, in a manner 
oppofite to them. th: Jamaica Merchants did 
but prefent a Petition to the King, and appear 
before the Council to juftify the Allegations in 
that*Petition, and thele Writers'took them im- 
mediately under their Protettion, talking of 
them and their Affairs ever fince as if they 
were particulsrly under their Care. This is a 


new and extraordinary Condué, never heard of, . 


never attempted befcre! It looks as if thefe 
Peopis intended to fupercede all Government, if 
the Adminiftration fhould be longer kept out of 
their Hands, and might be highly injurious to 
thofe Merchants whom they pretend to favour, 
if the Miniftry were not convinced that this 
officious Arrogance flows purely from Them- 
felves, and is not grounded on any Application 
from thofe whofe Names they make ufe of. 

To conclude; If ever any Adon iniftration 
gave undeniable Proofs of Attachment to the 
Caufe of Liberty, and the People, this muft be 
that Adminiftvation: They have ftood, with the 

reateft CalmnefS, the Shock of Perfonal Affronts 
and Publick Injuries, and, out of Affection 
to their Country, have been rather content to 
fuffer Themfelves, than to fhock them with Ex- 
amples of Severity, by having Recourfe even to 
the Laws in Being, for Protection from fuch In- 
fults. If this Conduét merits a Repetition, an 
Augmentation of il! Ufage, let the Publick judge | 
and let every impartial Man decide for himfelf, 
Who ought to be fupported by the People, Thofe 
who proteé and defend them, or thofe who every 
Day cilify them, b:caufe they will not trample 
on the Conftitution, to make a Road for thefe 
Men and their Mafters to Power, which they 
have already more than once abufed, and to 
encourage them to which they make the wort 
Ufe of that Liberty conferved by that Admini- 
tration they labour to deftroy.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


ETTERS from Petersturg fay, The Court 

has received the good News that the Cal- 
uracks and Coffacks of Ss Don have ftorm'd and 
taken Breluck, fituate in the Cuban, and be- 
longing

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longing to the Turks; and that they had put 
the Garifon to the Sword, except a fmall Num- 
ber who were made Prifoners of War. Befides 
this Advantage, the Coflacks have gain’d many 
others upon feveral Occafions, wherein they 
have kifled a confiderable Number of the Cuban 
Tartars, and took a good Booty from them: At 
the fame time the Court has received Advice 
that a Detachment of Ruflians in the Ukraine 
being on the March towards Oczakow, was at- 
tack'd by a great Body of Turks; but chat after 
a very Sharp Battle the Infidels gvere put to 
Fiight, and their Commander taken Prifoner. 

Letters from Jienna fay, that the French Am- 
baflador, the Marquis de Mirepoix, was fo im- 
portunate to have the Honour of paying his Re- 
{peéts ro che Emperor, that his Majefty was 
pleated to give hima private Audience the very 
next Day after his Arrival, tho” he was bufy that 
Day in tigning his Rolls ; which is looked upon 
as a particular Mark of Diftin¢tion. 

The Emperor has now declared the Generals 
who are to ferve next Campaign in Hungary, un- 
der the Great Duke of Tjuicany, viz. the Vele 
Marthal Count de Konigfegg, as General in 
Chief jointly with his Royal Highnefs, the 
Counts Philippi, and Oliver de Wallis, Veir 
Marthals: M. de Seher, and the Prince de 
Lobkowitz, Generals of Horfe; the Count de 
Neuperg and the Prince of Saxe Hilburghaufen, 
Generals of the Ordnance ; Meffieurs de Miglio, 
Stirum, Bathiani, Kavanagh, Romer, Ticher- 
nin, Betlichingen, Balayra, Prince Charles of 
Lorain, the Prince of Waldeck, Thungen, Suc- 
kau, Lentrum, Wenceflaus, Wailis, Botta, Goldi 
and Damnitz, Lieutenant Generals; and the 
Major Generals Miferoni, St. Ignon, Charles 
Pal, Wernar, Linden, Caraffa, Dufort, Prei- 
fing, Lozwenwold, Ciceri, Chanclos, Raitzen- 
fein, Molck, Daun, Rheingrave, Salm, Steren- 
thal, Braun, Schulenbourg, Lorfner, Pallavicini, 
Konig'eck, Merci d’Argentreau, Ridenfel,Grane, 
and Ccllowrath.

: Genoa, Fan. to. 

Twas given out here for a while, that the 

Malecontents of Corfica vere impatient for 
the Arrival of the French Troops, chee by the 
Guaranty and Mediation of the King of France, 
they might return to their Obedience to the Ge- 
nocfe : But this Report, which never had many 
Adherents, has now none at all ; fince we are 
told what a Revenge the Corficans took for the 
Execution of their Leader’s Under Secretary, by 
hanging up a’Serjeant, 1e Grenadiers, and 11 
Genoefe Seamen, as Victims to his Manes, Be- 
fides, if the Corficans had really an Intentian 
to return to their Duty, they would have no 





need to wait for the Arrival of a French Army ; 
forafmuch as they might hope for berrer Terms 
by throwing themfelves into theArms of France, 
or tacceptiny her Mediation, as the Genocle did 
lately, than by ftaying rill chey actually are, or 
at leaft feem to have been forced into it. In fhort, 
a Letter has been intercepted, from whence it 
may fafely be concluded, that the Sentiments of 


the Corficans are different from what they were | 


reported to be here. Some indeed are apt tothink 
the Malecontents them{elves fent this Letter on 
purpofe to be intercepted, that the Rerublick 
might be fenfible of the Difficulties it will meet 
with in reducing them. Be this as it will, the 
Letter is as foliows, or at leaft an Extraé of it. 

‘ The Ties of Gratitude and Intereft oblige 
us to hold our to the laft Extremity, rather 
than abandon the Leader we have chofe, and 
renounce the Regulations he has made in the 
Ifland. The great Quantity of Ammunition 
and Provifions wit which he continually fup- 
plies us, the Wifdom ot the Laws which he 
has eflablifhed amongft us, and the Manner 
after which he has put them in Execution, 
demand our Gratitude : And as for Interett, 
‘tis the Incereft of every Man in particular, 
and of the whole Nation in general; becaufe 
let France be ever fo cquitable, we can never 
hope that fhe will maintain us in the roth 
Part of thofe Advantages which we now en- 
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joy. 

2 The five Bifhopricks in this Ifland ufed to 
bing in fome 50,000, others 70 or 80,000 
Livres per Ann. which the Genoefe Bifhops 
ufed to fpend at Genoa, without fcarce ever 
fetting Foot on the Ifland. Of thefe Revenues 
our Leader has flripp’d them, and after fetting 
apart only 6000 for the Support of thofe who 
are the Bifhops Drudges at each See, he has

“Iwas computed that out of 
100 private Houfes, there were fcarce 8 that 
were the Property of thofe who inhabited 
them, the reft being engag’d, fold, mortgag’d, 
or left by Will to Convents and Chapters. 
Theodore has recoyer'd all thofe Houfes, re- 
ftored them to the ancient Families to which 
they formerly belong’d ; and where any of 
thofe Families were extiné, he has given 
them to the Inhabitants. All the Gabels efta- 
blifhed by the Republick are abolifhed. The 
Genoefe Nobility had Eftates in the Ifland 
which brought in 2 Millions and 300,000 
Livres a Year, and belong’d heretofore, for 
moft Part, to the ancient Families of Corfica. 
He has turn’d the Genoefe out of all thofe 
Eftates, and reftor’d to the ancient Corfican 
Families fuch Part as belong’d tothem, and 
the Surplufage he has diftributed to the new 
Counts and Marquiffes of his Creation. The 
Liberty of Fifhing for Coral, the Reftoration 
of the Saltworks, the Difcovery of feveral 
Mines, and feveral other Advantages of this 
Nature, would ceafe, for moft Part, as well 
as the firft, if we fhould ever be oblig’d to 
abandon our good Father, and to return under 
the Dominion of the Republick. We are, as 
it were, in the Café of the Proteftants in the 
North at the Beginning of their Converfion, 
who were engay’d to maintain their new 
Doétrines, not only becaufe they were more 
agreeable than the old, but alfo becaufe they 
inrich'd both the Sovereign and the Subjeé, 
at the Expence of thofe who had educated and 
maintained rhem in the old Doétrines, &c."
